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The ‘Meetin’ House’ located on Meredith Neck was built in 1839 by Meredith Neck 
residents. As late as the second or third decade of this century the church was a 
center of religious worship and social activity for the community. Remodeled in 
1898 and again to its present appearance in 1955, it remains a historical landmark 
in Meredith today. Services are conducted during the month of August, and 
occasionally for marriages and funerals.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT FOR 1978 


1978 can best be categorized as a year of growth and change for the 
Town of Meredith. 


At the 1978 Town Meeting, residents were presented with and ap- 
proved a budget which reflected a number of ambitious and sometimes 
expensive undertakings intended to help steer and control future direc- 
tion of the community. 


An analysis of the existing sewage system which is funded in large 
part by the Federal and State Government is currently underway and 
when complete will provide a manual for system expansion with an 
eye to protection of the water quality in the community. 


A study of the existing water system is being conducted concur- 
rently in an effort to identify what actions will be required of the Town 
in the future to comply with Federal standards which establish min- 
imum qualities for public water. Shortly after the Town appropriated 
the funds for this project, the New Hampshire Water Supply & Pollu- 
tion Control Commission issued an edict that all Town's in the State 
prepare a report of this nature. 


Funds were appropriated for the purposes of acquiring two par- 
cels of land within the community; one for recreational purposes 
abutting Prescott Park, the other at Cattle Landing to accommodate 
the demand for increased. parking capacity. 


The 1978 Budget also contained a very large appropriation, 
$775,000, which the Town hoped to acquire from the United States 
Department of Housing and Urban Development under a Small 
Cities Community Development Block Grant. The projects proposed 
were the subject of much debate in early ‘78, however, because of the 
application evaluation formula, Meredith was not successful in ob- 
taining these funds. 


The Summer of 1978 saw the Board of Selectmen agree to conduct 
a Summer Town Meeting Public Forum in an effort to receive input 
from summer residents and answer questions that they may have re- 
garding the operation of the Town. This undertaking was successful 
from the Board’s point of view and is currently being considered as an 
annual undertaking. 


In the Fall of ‘78 ‘“‘Herb’’ Horne retired from his position as Chief 
of Police after serving the Town almost twenty years. Shortly there- 
after, through the efforts of the New Hampshire Municipal Associa- 
tion and a committee of local residents, John Curran was selected to 
succeed Chief Horne as the leader of the Meredith Police Department. 


The late Fall saw a major controversy develop within the com- 
munity surrounding a proposal to improve the Route #3 - #25 inter- 
section. Those in opposition to this proposal made their displeasure 
known, not only locally but also in Concord with the appropriate 
State officials, and as such, this proposal at least has been rejected. 
In a follow-up to this activity, the Board of Selectmen appointed a 
Citizen’s Committee to analyze traffic problems within the community, 
particularly in the Route #3 - #25 area, and have solicited State Offi- 
cials from the Public Works & Highways Department to work with the 
citizens in order to identify a workable, acceptable solution for pre- 
sentation to the residents of the community. The work of this commit- 
tee will carry into 1979, hopefully, with positive results. 


ln December the Town Manager submitted his resignation in order 
to accept a position elsewhere, putting the Selectmen in a position of 
greeting the new year concerned about finding a replacement and man- 
aging the affairs of the Town until that time. 


1978 was generally a good year, not without its problems and frus- 
trations, but the Board of Selectmen looks to 1979 with hope and 
enthusiasm, knowing that the accomplishments of 1978 have laid 
the groundwork for a more stable, responsive Town Government.

ARTICLE 3. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
No. 1 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordin- 
ance clarifying that portion having to do with sign as follows: 


No signs shall be permitted in any Zone except: 


A. 


Each Commercial and Light Industrial Zone property owner 
may have “on premise’ signs with total sign surfaces not 
exceed 3 Sq. ft. per linear foot of road frontage but not to 
exceed 120 sq. ft. per side. 


“On premise’ signs shall mean any signs located on the pro- 
perty whether attached to buildings or erected on the ground 
or on poles. 

Tenants of a Commercial and Light Industrial property owner 
shall be treated together as one property owner but in any 
case each business located on such property shall be entitled 
to a sign of at least 32 Sq. ft. 


“Off Premise’ signs are allowed only as defined below: 

Signs directing traffic to a local business or a group of resi- 
dences. 

Such local business may establish two signs, the aggregate sur- 
face of which shall not exceed 100 sq. ft.

The adjourned meeting was opened at 7:30 PM on March 15, 
1978, at the Robert Pottle Memorial Auditorium in the Inter-Lakes 
High School in Meredith to act on remaining articles. Voters were 
checked off the checklist and seated in the roped-off area on the main 
floor. Visitors and spectators were seated in the bleachers. Seated on 
the stage and introduced by Moderator Parkman were the Selectmen, 
General Roy Atteberry, Harold Wyatt, Warner Plummer, newly-elected 
Selectman, Norman |. Baker, Town Manager, Donald Jutton and Town 
Clerk, Pauline Fournier. 


ARTICLE 11. By motion of Donald Jutton, it was moved and duly 
seconded by Harold Wyatt to see if the town will vote to appropriate 
a sum not to exceed eighty-eight thousand dollars ($88,000.00) for the 
purpose of making improvements to Powers Road, a Class V Road with- 
in the Town by participating in an accelerated T.R.A. Program with the 
State of New Hampshire, such sum to be raised through the issuance of 
Bonds or Notes under and in compliance with the provisions of Chapter 
241, N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended, and to authorize 
the Selectmen to determine the rate of interest thereon, and to take 
such other steps as may be necessary to negotiate such Bonds or Notes 
as shall be in the best interests of the Town of Meredith. (Passage 
requires affirmative vote by two-thirds of all voters present and voting.) 


Moderator Parkman explained to the assembly that because this 
article was a bond issue, a 2/3 majority vote is necessary to pass or 
defeat the article. There would be a standing vote. 


Mr. Donald Jutton explained the article. By participating in an 
accelerated TRA project with the State, we will be able to receive the 
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benefit of $3.00 worth of road for $2.00. There would be no tax 
impact since the annual appropriation for TRA would be used to retire 
bonds. The reason for choosing Powers Road was because of escalated 
deterioration and no land acquisition is necessary. Approximately 1.1 
miles of road is involved. 


Mr. Harold Wyatt, Selectman, reaffirmed the need and timeliness of 
this project. 


No further discussion. 
Moderator Joseph Parkman called for a standing vote. 


122 voted in favor of the article 
39 were opposed 


With a total of 161 persons voting, a 2/3 majority would be 108. 
With 122 votes cast in the affirmative, the Moderator declared the 
article passed. 


ARTICLE 12. By motion of Selectman Warner Plummer, it was 
moved and duly seconded by General Atteberry to see if the Town will 
vote to authorize the Selectmen and the Treasurer to borrow in antici- 
pation of taxes such sums as are necessary for the operation of the 
Town and to set the rates; effect the issuance of Notes and to otherwise 
negotiate for the sale of Notes to be paid within the present fiscal year. 


Mr. Plummer stated this was an annual article necessary to run the 
town government and authorizes the Selectmen and Treasurer to issue 
tax anticipation notes for 1978. 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 13. By motion of Donald Jutton, it was moved and duly 
seconded by Warner Plummer to see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen and the Town Manager to apply for, negotiate, and do all 
things necessary to obtain such state and/or federal funds that may be- 
come available throughout the year and to expend same. This authority 
shall include, but is not limited to programs such as the Economic 
Development Act, Local Public Works Construction Funds, Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration, Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, 
or other such programs in which no local matching funds are required, 
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or when previously appropriated local funds, if used as match, can be 
enhanced without modifying the purpose for which said funds were 
appropriated originally. 


Mr. Jutton explained this is the same article that has been approved 
in previous years. The wording has been expanded due to requirement 
of the Department of Revenue Administration. In 1977 funds were dis- 
allowed because of inadequate wording. 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 14. By motion of General Atteberry, it was moved and 
duly seconded by Donald Jutton to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate $1,221,696.00 for the necessary operation expenses of 
the Town for the forthcoming year. 


Mr. Jutton gave a breakdown of the budget as follows: 


$169,242 covers items for the Water and Sewer Departments which 
must be included per the Revenue Administration but has no tax 
impact. 


The 1978 budget has a 7% increase ($68,627) over the 1977 budget. 
Actual operating budget is $1,052,454. Personnel has an 8% increase 
due to positions previously funded by C.E.T.A.; cost of living increase 
effective April 1 for all employees. 


Town offices expenses: There was an overexpenditure in 1977 due 
to computer tax billing and hiring a consultant appraiser; increases for 
1978 are due to computer supplies and professional services. 


Fire Department: Overexpended in 1977 due to station maintenance 
and salaries; 1978 increases due to personnel costs, radio equipment 
and forest fire expenses. 


Insurance: There is no additional insurance, increase is due to the 
rate increase. 


Refuse Disposal: Additional personnel previously funded by CETA 


and extended summer operating schedule. Center Harbor will pay a 
true fair share. 
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Highway Department: Overextended in 1977 because of gasoline 
costs, 1978 increase due mainly to gas, oil and tire cost increases. 


Recreation Department: Increase in personnel costs, an additional 
life guard, mower, electrical repair and park equipment. 


Bonds and Notes: Increase to first payment on Incinerator Bond. 


Mr. Richard Kempton wanted to know were the expenditures for 
the Building Inspector and Health Officer. This item is listed under 
professional services. Herberta Stark wanted an explanation for the 
Health Department budget. Mr. Jutton said that this item showed 
$1,000 for the Lakes Region Family Services and the Lakes Region 
Hospital $12,000 appropriation as well as the District Nurse and the 
ambulance service expenditures. 


No further discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 15. By motion of Selectman Warner Plummer, it was 
moved and duly seconded by Mr. Jutton to see if the Town will vote 
to authorize the Selectmen and the Town Manager to apply for, receive, 
and expend an amount not to exceed seven hundred seventy-five 
thousand dollars ($775,000.00) from the Community Development 
Block Grant Program (Federal Department of Housing and Urban 
Development). 


Mr. Jutton stated that after public hearings were held, the decision 
was to spend the Grant funds on the following: 


1. Community Center ($80,000) for site selection, program land 
acquisition and development of preliminary plans. 


2. Water Treatment Plant ($150,000) for site selection, land and 
development or preliminary plans. 


3. Business area revitalization ($210,000) for revitalization study, 
acquisition of land for municipal off-street parking. 


4. Housing rehabilitation program ($205,000) to facilitate low 
interest loans for low and moderate families to make improve- 
ments to their homes, also $75,000 for the purchase of 1,000 
gallon fire department pumper. 
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5. Improvements to the municipal incinerator ($130,000) for the 
construction of recycling area, improvements to the old town 
dump area and other site improvements. 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 16. By motion of Manager Donald Jutton, it was moved 
and duly seconded by Harold Wyatt to see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen, until directed to the contrary at a subsequent 
Town Meeting, to apply for, negotiate and do all other things necessary 
to obtain such Federal, State, or other assistance as may be available for 
the report for, design of, and construction of, a sewage disposal system, 
and to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of said 
assistance as outlined in N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated 33:7-B et 
seq., as amended, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Mr. Jutton stated this is required by Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission if the 
Town wishes to pursue facilities planning for future sewer expansion. 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 17. By motion of Donald Jutton, it was moved and duly 
seconded by Harold Wyatt to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed Twelve thousand five hundred dollars 
($12,500.00) and appropriate an additional sum not to exceed thirty- 
seven thousand five hundred dollars ($37,500.00) for the purpose of 
preparing a facilities plan on sewerage which is a requirement contained 
in the Federal Water Pollution Control Act as amended (33 u:s.c., 
sec. 1251 et seq.) and will qualify the Town for Federal Funds; such 
sums to be generated as follows: 


Twelve thousand five hundred dollars ($12,500.00) to be raised by 
general taxation, ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) of which will be 
reimbursed to the Town of Meredith by the State of New Hampshire 
upon completion of the Facilities Plan. 


Thirty-seven thousand five hundred dollars ($37,500.00) to be 


provided by the Federal Government under the Financial Assistance 
Program of the Construction Grants Section of the Federal Water 
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Pollution Control Act as amended (33, u.s.c., Sec. 1251 et seq.) and 
pass any vote relating thereto. Mr. Jutton explained that this study is 
essential if the Town is going to continue to utilize Federal monies for 
sewer expansion. Actual cost to the Town would be $2,500; $10,000 
will be reimbursed from the State on project completion. The Federal 
Government would contribute $37,500. James Waldron wanted to use 
Revenue Sharing Funds for the State share because monies from the 
State are not easy to collect. Mr. Jutton explained the difficulties in 
trying to administer this type of change and it would tie up Revenue 
funds. 


No further discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 18. By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and 
duly seconded by General Atteberry to see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of sixteen thousand dollars ($16,000.00) 
for the purposes of conducting a comprehensive water system analysis 
to determine what action will be required to conform to the Federal 
Safe Drinking Act, Public Law No. 93-523, and to develop plans for the 
necessary improvements, said funds to be utilized only in the event that 
the Community Development Block Grant Project Application which 
includes a similar analysis is rejected by the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 


Mr. Plummer stated that our water source is not satisfactory and 
that surface water (Lake Winnipesaukee) would need full chemical treat- 
ment and closed storage area. Mr. Herbert Waldron suggested using a 
charcoal filter system. Mr. Plummer said that eventually this type of 
system would probably be used. This article was to cover the Town if 
the Block Grant funds were not forthcoming. 


No further discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 19. By motion of Selectman Warner Plummer, it was 
moved and duly seconded by Donald Jutton to see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seventeen thousand five 
hundred dollars ($17,500.00) for the purpose of purchasing a parcel of 
land located on Route #3, adjacent to Prescott Park, identified as Tax 
Map Reference Number U-10-34, being approximately five (5) acres. 
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Mr. Jutton gave a detailed account of the negotiations with $17,500 
being the agreed price. This is an excellent opportunity to purchase 
five acres along Route 3. Discussion from the floor centered around this 
would be an expensive parking lot. It was explained that this was not 
the only use but expanding the ball field and park was under considera- 
tion. There was also the opinion from the floor that the town should 
purchase the parcel to preserve it from further development. 


No further discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 20. By motion of Selectman Harold Wyatt, it was 
moved and duly seconded by General Atteberry to see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) for the Highway Capital Equipment Reserve Fund as 
authorized by Revised Statutes Annotated 35:1 — 35:18. 


The expenditure is anticipated to be used for a grader. 
No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 21. By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and 
duly seconded by Donald Jutton to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) for the 
Fire Department Capital Equipment Reserve Fund as authorized by 
Revised Statutes Annotated 35:1 — 35:18. 


Mr. Plummer explained that these funds are set aside to offset the 
expense of equipment and they do gain interest. 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 22. By motion of General Atteberry, it was moved and 
duly seconded by Donald Jutton to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) for a 
Refuse Disposal Capital Reserve Fund as authorized by Revised 
Statutes Annotated 35:1 — 35:18 and to authorize the Selectmen to 
expend such amounts as might be necessary on major repairs as 
required. 
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General Atteberry explained that this was a new reserve fund for 
anticipated large expenditures for replacement and repairs for re- 
factories, rams and stacks. It was explained to the floor that this reserve 
fund differed from the two previous articles because the Selectmen can 
expend the money without further authorization of the Town. 


No further discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 23. By motion of Donald Jutton, it was moved and duly 
seconded by Warner Plummer to see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
up to fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00) of Federal Anti-Recessional 
Funds should said funds become available in 1978, and authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Manager to expend said funds for allowable 
projects. 


Mr. Jutton explained this is an appropriation item only. The funds 
are made available from the Federal Government based on unemploy- 
ment in the area. 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 24. By motion of Harold Wyatt, it was moved and duly 
seconded by General Atteberry to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of seven thousand dollars ($7,000.00) for improve- 
ments to Meredith Neck Road under the State Aid Reconstruction 
Program provided the State of New Hampshire appropriates fourteen 
thousand dollars ($14,000.00) for this purpose. 


Mr. Wyatt said that the Town had an agreement with the State that 
they would maintain the road in the summer and the town would main- 
tain it in the winter. The better condition that the road is in, the easier 
it is for the Town. 


Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 25. By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and 
duly seconded by Donald Jutton to see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen and Town Manager to hire a Town Engineer and to 
raise and appropriate eight thousand dollars ($8,000.00) for this 
purpose. 
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Mr. Plummer explained that Mr. Earle Hardy worked on a part-time 
basis. There has been an increase in the work requirement and technical 
expertise required. Regulations in the water and sewer departments 
have increased in complexity and an engineer is going to be required to 
oversee the technical aspects of these departments. 


It is also up to the community to enforce the State Plumbing and 
Electrical code. 


The Planning Board, Board of Adjustment needs technical assistance 
in sub-division, drainage, etc. 


The Highway Department will require assistance in road designing 
and bridge maintenance. We would no longer have the costs for 
consultants. 


No discussion. 

Affirmative vote. 

ARTICLE 26. By motion of Donald Jutton, it was moved and duly 
seconded by General Atteberry to see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of one hundred twenty-two thousand dollars 
($122,000.00) from the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the follow- 


ing and necessary capital expenditures: 


1. Municipal Office Building modifications and related equip- 
ment. — $35,000.00 


2. Acquisition of three parcels of land to expand and enhance 
town parking facilities at Cattle Landing. — $20,000.00 


3. Front-end loader for use by the Highway Dept. — $42,000.00 


4. Dump truck and plowing equipment for use by the Highway 
Department. — $25,000.00 


Mr. Jutton gave a detailed explanation of each item in the article 
as follows: 


1. $35,000 for modifications to the municipal building. In 1975 


the Town Meeting instructed the Selectmen to undertake a 
space needs analysis (particularly the Police Department). The 
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findings of Paul Mirski, architect, reflect that the Municipal 
Office building is adequate for the needs of the community for 
the next 10-12 years at least, presuming that the Police Depart- 
ment is relocated in the near future. He recommends structural 
and equipment changes to conform with existing State statutes 
and codes by putting a second fire exit through the rear of the 
building; a ramp which will allow access for handicapped indi- 
viduals; fire exit from the basement; public restrooms would 
be included. Additional work space would be created in the 
basement for the Police Department, and new equipment will 
be purchased: which will adequately utilize space and make a 
significant contribution to the overall efficiency of the office 
operation. $35,000.00 will allow us to make improvements to 
the main floor including the Police Department, basement 
level to create a processing room, an interview room and an 
evidence storage area. Improvements on the second floor meet- 
ing area would create additional office space, and finally to 
purchase necessary equipment to make the recommended 
improvements. 


2. A large parcel abutting the Cattle Landing parking area and 
town docks was recently sold and sub-divided. During this 
process, three parcels of land, two abutting the parking lot and 
one abutting the town docks was offered to the Town for 
purchase. We hope to procure 50% BOR funding for this 
undertaking which would reduce the cost to the town. 


3. A front-end loader at the Highway Department is a necessary 
capital acquisition. This piece of equipment will be utilized to 
replace a 1969 front-end loader which is beginning to create 
costly maintenance problems. This piece of equipment is an 
intricate part of our snow removal operation as well as utilized 
in maintenace and road upkeep. 


4. The dump truck with plowing equipment is a replacement 
vehicle required by the Highway Department to maintain the 
current level of snow plowing and maintain capability. 


James Waldron wanted a breakdown on the $35,000 for municipal 
building modifications. He was told that a range of $12,000 to $14,000 
was planned for equipment and the balance for the building. Mr. James 
Waldron spoke against Item 1 of the article, and wanted to know the 
reason for the diesel equipment in Item 4. Mr. Jutton explained that 
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diesel has a longer life and lower operation cost. The town already has 
some diesel equipment and the capabilities for maintenance and fuel 
storage. 


Linda Smith spoke against the Cattle Land item. She felt that there 
had been no public input and the decisions were those of the Selectmen. 
She wanted to vote this item down separately. 


Selectman Harold Wyatt said that public hearings were held on all 
Revenue Sharing funds and that only one citizen attended. These 
meetings had been advertised in the local paper. 


James Waldron to vote on each item separately. Moderator Parkman 
explained that the article would have to be amended. 


It was moved by Richard Kempton to vote on each item of the 
article on an individual basis. The motion was duly seconded by Mr. 
Waldron and passed in the affirmative to vote on each item separately. 


There was considerable discussion on Item 1 concerning the modifi- 
cations to the Municipal Building. General Atteberry explained that 
Federal Law requires certain modifications for the handicapped. If 
the Revenue Sharing funds were not used and a new building is desired, 
it would be more expensive to the taxpayer. 


In answer to the question of costs for modifications for the handi- 
capped, Paul Mirski, architect, was given permission by the assembly, 
because he was a non-voter, to speak. The cost of these modifications 
would be between $5,000 and $7,000. Marshall French spoke in favor 
of the Municipal modifications and his desire to keep a Court in 
Meredith. 


Motion by James Waldron and seconded by Herbert Waldron to 
reduce the amount in Item 1 from $35,000 to $19,000. More discussion 
pro and con followed from the floor; Herberta Stark moved the 
question. Amendment to reduce the amount of dollars from $35,000 to 
$19,000 for Municipal Building modifications was defeated. 


There was some discussion on the Cattle Landing land acquisition; 


Marshall French moved the question. Moderator Parkman called for a 
vote on each item. 
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Item 1. Are you in favor of appropriating the sum of thirty-five 
thousand dollars ($35,000.00) for the purpose of Municipal 
Office Building and related equipment modifications? 


Affirmative vote. 


Item 2. Are you in favor of appropriating the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars ($20,000.00) for the purpose of the acquisition of 
three parcels of land to expand and enhance town parking 
facilities at Cattle Landing? 


Affirmative vote. 


Item 3. Are you in favor of appropriating the sum of forty-two 
thousand dollars ($42,000.00) for the purchase of a front-end 
loader for use by the Highway Department? 


Affirmative vote. 


Item 4. Are you in favor of appropriating the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($25,000.00) for the purchase of a dump 
truck and plowing equipment for use by the Highway 
Department? 


Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 27. By motion of Gordon Whitcher, it was moved and 
duly seconded by Terry Berry to see if the Town will vote to direct the 
Board of Selectmen and Town Manager to hire a full-time Recreational 
Director on or about January 1, 1979, and to raise and appropriate the 
amount of five hundred dollars ($500.00) for the purpose of inter- 
viewing candidates for this position. (By Citizens’ Petition) 


Mr. Whitcher explained that because special background and train- 
ing are required to fill this job that it would be necessary to recruit 
outside the area. Mr. Whitcher, Chairman of the Recreational Council, 
stated the Council had been working with the Parks & Playground 
Committee who felt that with the extensive recreational facilities 
available in Meredith, that the position was very necessary. It was also 
expressed that because of the high delinquency rate in Meredith that 
this would be a step in the right direction. General Atteberry stated as 
a personal opinion that he felt that the town was not ready to support a 
director. There was discussion concerning the use of the $500.00. 
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James Waldron made a motion that was duly seconded to amend the 
article to read ‘‘advertising’”’ in place of the word “‘interviewing ’’ candi- 
dates for this position. Moderator Parkman called for a vote on the 
amendment. 


Amendment defeated. Several persons from the floor spoke on both 
sides of the article. The question was moved. 


Affirmative vote to the main article. 


ARTICLE 28. By motion of Alzora Eldridge, it was moved and 
duly seconded by Edwin Moulton to see if the Town will vote to 
instruct the Selectmen to create a ‘‘Conservation Fund” as provided for 
in Revised Statutes Annotated 36:A:5 and to place all unexpended 
funds appropriated for the operation of the Conservation Commission 
into said Fund at the close of the 1978 budget year. 


Mrs. Eldridge said the amount for the fund that was being requested 
was $100.00. 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 29. By motion of Town Manager Donald Jutton, it was 
moved and duly seconded by General Atteberry to see if the Town will 
vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and transfer title to all real 
estate taken by the town in default of redemption from any tax sale to 
such person and upon such conditions as they shall see fit. 


Mr. Jutton explained that this article allows the Board of Selectmen 
to transfer title of real estate taken by tax sale other than at Public 
Auction. This will allow the Board to resell property taken in this 
fashion to previous owners; to sell unbuildable tracts of land to abutters 
to get them back on the tax roll and to establish prices and conditions 
which may not lend themselves to a public auction process. Mr. Herbert 
Waldron said that this allowed the Selectmen to decide who could buy 
the land and who they would not allow to buy the property. 


Mr. Jutton explained that the Selectmen could already set the situ- 
ation and do so in the best interest of the community. 


No discussion. 


Affirmative vote. 
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ARTICLE 30. By motion of Kathleen Taylor, it was moved and 
duly seconded by Thomas Costello to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of four thousand six hundred twenty-five 
dollars ($4,625.00) to help hi the Community Action Program 
(C.A.P.). 


Russell Keane spoke in favor of the CAP projects which include 
Meals-on-Wheels, transportation and food coop. (By request of Belknap- 
Merrimack Community Action Program) 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 31. By motion of Ed Varney, it was moved and duly 
seconded to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of three thousand six hundred fifteen dollars ($3,615.00) to help 
support the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center. (By request of Inter-Lakes 
Day Care Center, Inc.) 


Mr. Varney spoke in favor of the article. The facility has grown and 
improved. The 7-Up Club for older children had expanded. The towns- 
people were invited to visit and to volunteer at the center. 

No discussion. 

Affirmative vote. 

ARTICLE 32. By motion of Scott Brackett, it was moved and duly 
seconded by Bruce Sanderson to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one thousand five hundred and eighty dollars 
($1,580.00) for the benefit of the Lakes Region Association. (By 
request of the Lakes Region Association) 

Mr. Brackett spoke in favor of the article. 

No discussion. 

Affirmative vote. 

ARTICLE 33. By motion of Martin Heffernan, it was moved and 


duly seconded by Marshall French to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00) to 
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help defray the expenses of the Lakes Region General Hospital. (By 
request of the Lakes Region General Hospital for an unspecified 
amount of assistance) 


Mr. Herbert Waldron questioned the use of tax dollars for the pay- 
ing of unpaid bills. It was explained that this money would be used for 
purchase of equipment. 


No discussion. 

Affirmative vote. 

ARTICLE 34. By motion of Ed Hibbard, it was moved and duly 
seconded to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to help the Lakes Region Family 


Service. (By request of Lakes Region Family Service) 


Mr. Hibbard spoke in favor of the article stating there has been an 
increase in the demands for the service from the people of Meredith. 


No discussion. 

Affirmative vote. 

ARTICLE 35. By motion of Harold Wyatt, it was moved and duly 
seconded by Donald Jutton to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five thousand seven hundred dollars ($5,700.00) 
and to pay the same to Mr. Terry Berry as a refund on property sold to 
him by the Town at a public auction held in 1976, to which property 
the Town had no rightful claim. 

It was explained that happened due to error on the tax maps. 

No discussion. 

Affirmative vote. 

ARTICLE 36. The Moderator, Joseph Parkman, informed the 
assembly that the article was being withdrawn because it had been 


covered in a previous article that had been passed in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 37. By motion of John Anderson, it was moved and 
duly seconded to see if the Town will vote to discontinue as a highway 
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and abandon the use of Railroad Avenue and to transfer ownership of 
same to Prescott Lumber Company subject to successful negotiation of 
terms and conditions beneficial to the Town as determined by the 
Selectmen. 


Mr. Anderson explained because of the increase in the amount of 
vandalism and increase in insurance costs, they would like to close 
that road. It is a dangerous traffic situation. 


The Town would have emergency use of the street and all utilities 
would have easements. 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 


ARTICLE 38. By motion of Charles Vogler, it was moved and duly 
seconded by Kent Bird to see if the Town will vote to accept Carol 
Lane and Woodvale Drive; said Carol Lane beginning at the junction of 
Pease Road and running between lots 4 and 5 and proceeding between 
lots 10 and 11 to the junction of Woodvale Drive, thence turning left 
and following Woodvale Drive until it rejoins Pease Road, excluding 
those uncompleted portions of Woodvale Drive which run between lots 
10 and 37 and lots 15 and 39. These roads being the same as laid out on 
a sub-division plan of Lamprey Enterprises, Inc., dated October 24, 1972, 
December 1975 and April 1976 as approved by the Meredith Planning 
Board on April 22, 1976 and on file in the Selectmen's Office. 


Mr. Vogler spoke in favor of the article. The roads were constructed 
to town specifications and are in good condition. 


General Atteberry stated that this was a new law and it was up to 
the people to accept the roads put in by the developers. 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote. 
Mr. Donald Jutton read a Resolution in appreciation to General 


Atteberry. General Atteberry was given a standing ovation by the 
townspeople. 
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Kenneth Rose, Representative to the General Court, said the 
legislature had requested that he inform the Town of Meredith to 
consider limitation of motor size on boats on Lake Pemigewasset due 


to water pollution. 


David Kuether made the recommendation that the Town Office be 
open on Saturday to accommodate the working people. 


Motion was made and seconded to adjourn at 10:30 PM.

Please find, herewith, my report for the first nine months of 1978, 
some statistics and general information. 


This year has seen a lot of turnover in personnel with the hiring of 
four new officers to replace those who left for better jobs or personal 
reasons. One of the four was Alan Soucy, who left in May and then re- 
turned in October as a sergeant and was well received. 


The loss of Dispatcher Kathy Waldron, who was suddenly taken 
from us due to a senseless and tragic automobile accident, was very 
hard for all members of the department to accept. Kathy, a highly 
skilled, dedicated employee, will be greatly missed, not only as an em- 
ployee but as a warm personal friend to all of us within the department 
and by the public, because of the warm friendly attitude to those she 
came in contact with. 


Also, this year was the beginning of the Detective program, which 
was made possible by a Grant from the Crime Commission. This pro-

MEREDITH FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Town of Meredith is growing each year in population; along 
with this growth, so do the problems of the Meredith Fire Department. 


To cite a point, in 1976 we had 96 fire calls, 1977 showed 112 
responses and this past year of 1978 there were 137 times the depart- 
ment members dropped their tools or threw back those warm bedcovers 
to respond in all types of weather and conditions. 


During the past year, several of the new trainees were required to 
attend a twelve-week course on Basic Firemanship, conducted by the 
Training Officer and other members. 


The weekend of June 10th and 11th found fourteen members 
attending a variety of advanced fire courses at the Lakes Region Fire 
Aid School at Gilford. Each trying to obtain a little bit more knowledge 
so they can do their job better, with less loss. 


We are finding more and more people are having problems with 
the installation of wood stoves. While this is supposed to be an 
economy measure, little is gained when one that is improperly installed 
Causes a serious fire problem. We can’t stress enough that a properly 
installed wood stove is a must.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of 
New Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire 
prevention and suppression program that is recognized as superior 
throughout the United States. 


Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and 
local community governments have worked together to prevent and 
combat forest fires. 


Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy 
wardens are appointed every three years by the State Forester to work 
with the members of the State Forest Fire staff in this effort. State 
funds are used to pay one-half the cost of forest fire suppression costs 
incurred by local forest fire organizations, within pay rates established 
by the Governor and Council. State funds matched by local funds are 
used to purchase hand tools to suppress forest fires, to train local forest 
fire crews and in forest fire prevention work. 


All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is 
permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local 
Forest Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without a permit when one is 
required is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail 
term of up to one year or both.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Annual Report 
1978 


The many miles of roads and their inherent problems have once 
again demanded much of the attention of the Highway Department. 


The severity of the winter of 1978 and the increase in the amounts 
of snow created the usual problems of frost heaves, surface deteriora- 
tion and the expense of many man hours. 


The road repair program, which included such projects as the ex- 
pansion of the Cattle Landing Parking Lot, the rebuilding of Waukewan 
Street, and the Highland Street sidewalk project were completed with- 
out exception. A great deal of minor patching was performed over the 
summer months to stabilize deterioration and approximately 12 miles 
of the Town’s existing surfaced roads were sealed. 


The Accelerated T.R.A. Project on Powers Road was nearly com- 
pleted. Because of summer traffic, a late start did not allow for suf- 
ficient time for surfacing which is scheduled for the spring of 1979. 


In addition to the Department activities, highway employees lent 
assistance to other departments with many projects: the Parks and 
Playgrounds in the installation of new equipment at the Meredith 
Center Park and Prescott Park; sitework for the permanent recycling 
area at the Refuse Disposal Facility; construction and remodeling of 
the stairs to an access ramp and a rear access at the Municipal Build- 
ing; repairs to the Town Docks; and maintenance tasks on various 
town properties. 


Many initial internal controls such as utilization of materials and 
controlled purchasing has resulted in substantial savings. Our newly 
initiated project control system, which allows for proper internal 
planning of the department’s activities has assured better utilization of 
manpower and equipment and response to the public’s needs. 


In the year ahead, we hope to continue our road repair program, 


much needed sidewalk repairs, and implement more rigid cost controls 
as time and funds allow. 
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On behalf of all the employees in the Highway Department, | would 
like to thank the citizens for their support and cooperation in the 
past year.

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REFUSE DISPOSAL FACILITY 


Annual Report 
1978 


The year 1978 saw the implementation of a complete solid waste 
disposal system for the Town of Meredith. 


Included in the system was a permanent recycling area for disposing 
of glass. In cooperation with the contractor, two containers have been 
installed eliminating almost entirely the messy situations and inconven- 
ience of the past. 


The old dump also received a major face lift. The entire area was 
sloped and seeded. A new system for ash disposal, brush and non- 
burnables was established. It appears from our first year, that with the 
public’s cooperation and proper supervision the site should serve the 
community’s needs for the next several years. 


As a result of stricter monitoring and more stringent controls 
enacted by the State and Federal Government, a new waste site for 
the disposal of asbestos had to be constructed. This site was completed 
in 1978 through the efforts of the Amatex Corporation in cooperation 
with Town personnel. 


The front drive area at the Refuse Disposal Facility was surfaced 
eliminating the dust problems and providing for better maintenance 
of the grounds. 


| am pleased to report no down-time or major breakdowns occurred 
during 1978 and while the equipment occasionally shows the strain 
of the heavy summer months, the rigid preventative maintenance program 
implemented in 1977 - 1978 seems to be paying off. 


Our staff has significantly reduced burning time through their in- 
creased efforts in the areas of glass and cardboard recycling. Recycled 
glass has increased by 178 tons and cardboard by 52 tons over the last 
year. This effort has not only generated substantial revenues but has 
conserved on energy operation cost and equipment use. 


Finally, as you are aware, our facility has been examined by a num- 
ber of agencies, including the Environmental Protection Agency and the 
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International City Manager’s Association, who have designated it a 
“Model Facility’. Such an honor can only be attributed to the hard- 
work and dedication of the staff and the ongoing cooperation and 
support received from the people of Meredith. We look forward to 


serving you in the coming year.

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WATER DEPARTMENT 


Annual Report 
1978 


Work was initiated on the comprehensive water system analysis 
which establishes minimum quality standard for public drinking water 
supplies. The purpose of this study is to determine what action is re- 
quired to conform to the Federal Safe Drinking Water Act, as author- 
ized by Article 18 of the March Town Meeting. 


At present, plans have been drawn up for improvements to the ex- 
isting network and proposed changes are being considered. Priorities 
will also be established for necessary replacement to the existing system 
while studies continue to locate a prime water source and a site to lo- 
cate covered storage as mandated by federal law. 


1978 saw a significant increase in the department’s activities; be- 
sides the normal maintenance of mains, gates, and service boxes, a num- 
ber of new services and meters were installed to the system. Periodic 
flow tests continued at various locations of the system to assure proper 
flow throughout the system. All hydrants within the community were 
inspected, painted and flushed to insure proper functioning should an 
emergency arise. 


Two major projects were completed in 1978; the old main on 
Boynton Road was replaced with 1,600 feet of new 6 inch mains; the 
department assisted in the installation of 400 feet of 8 inch main on 
Pleasant Street. 


On September 1, Robert Dow retired from the department having 
served the Town of Meredith for some fifteen years in the water depart- 
ment.

As construction work continues projections have Meredith being 
linked to the Winnipesaukee River Basin Project Treatment Plant in 
Franklin by 1980. 


Environmental Engineers, the Towns consultant, under the auspices 
of the Water Pollution Control Commission, has begun initial work in 
the preparation of a Facilities Plan as mandated by the passage of 
Article 17 of the March 1978 Town Meeting. Addressed in this study 
will be a proposed sewer network established according to the prior- 
ities as well as identification of points of source pollution and infil- 
tration. 


During the past year, much of the department’s activity has cen- 
tered around the overall maintenance and upkeep of the Treatment 
Plant and Pumping stations. A number of new connections were also 
added to the system. 


The purchase of an O’Brien Sewer Cleaner, a high pressure cleaner 
has been a great asset to the department in cleaning mains, eliminating 
the use of the old snake system. The cleaner has also been used by the 
Highway Department in cleaning out the many culverts throughout 
the Town. 


At this time we would like to thank the residents of Meredith for 
their understanding and cooperation in the past year and look forward 
to serving them in the year ahead.

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REPORT OF THE MEREDITH CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


1978 


The Conservation Commission of the Town of Meredith has met on 
a regular monthly basis throughout the year to review and act on appli- 
cations for dredge and fill activities within the town, which are for- 
warded to the Conservation Commission for consideration by the Town 
Clerk. In addition, the Commission continued its work putting together 
a series of maps of the town which can show at a glance the wet lands, 
the agricultural potential, the soil conditions and other pertinent data. 


A number of guest consultants met with the Commission during 
the year, including the Town Assessor, a representative from the Lakes 
Region Planning Commission, an expert on forest management and 
others. Reviewed were town-owned lands, wet lands and guidelines for 
town development, such as parks; reserved open space; commercial 
areas; residential and rural areas; mobile home parks; and historic sites 
and buildings. 


Three members of the Commission -- Chairperson Alzora Eldridge, 
Edwin Moulton and Harold Pierson -- attended a series of local action 
training seminars sponsored by the New Hampshire Association of 
Conservation Commissions. There were eleven subjects presented such 
as the geology and soils of New Hampshire; future land use; water and 
related land resources; wildlife distribution; air pollution; the marine 
environment; energy conservation and alternatives; and the role of 
Conservation Commissions in implementing environmental protection 
programs. 


The most important development by the Commission was the 
writing of a wetlands conservation district ordinance for the Town of 
Meredith which will be presented to the voters in the town warrant for 
consideration. The purpose of such a town ordinance is to protect the 
public health, safety and general welfare by controlling and guiding the 
use of land areas which have been found to be subjected to high water 
tables for extended periods of time. The ordinance defines wetlands 
and lists the permitted uses of areas subjected to high water tables. 
Special exceptions to permitted uses are defined for applicants seeking 
exception to the ordinance. 
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The long term interests of the Town of Meredith will be promoted 
and protected by the passage of a Wetlands Conservation District 


Ordinance.

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LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission is pleased to submit the 
following memo which outlines the general accomplishments, the 
multi-municipal programs and the specific services provided to Mere- 
dith by the Lakes Region Planning Commission during 1978. 


GENERAL ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Major accomplishments this year include a continued effort in 
technical assistance provided to member communities and the com- 
pletion of the Regional Land Use and Housing Elements which were 
approved by appropriate State and Federal agencies. The Planning 
Commission has worked hard and conscientiously to meet all of 
the requirements relating to these two documents. 


Other notable accomplishments of the Commission include: the 
approval of the Overall Economic Development Program designating 
Belknap County and portions of Grafton and Carroll counties as a 
Redevelopment Area, which establishes eligibility for funding under 
the Public Works and Economic Development Act. Also, significant 
progress has been made in completing the colored environmental inven- 
tory mapping to be provided to each municipal Planning Board. This 
has been possible through utilization of CETA personnel. 


Citizen participation, through committees, meetings, hearings, 
radio and the local newspaper media, has continued to be a strong 
point in the total LRPC Program, particularly in the development of 
the Land Use Plan and the 208 Water Quality Management Plan. The 
Transportation Element was satisfactorily completed, producing the 
report ‘‘Public Transportation, Transportation Alternatives for the 
Rural Area of the Lakes Region’’. This final document is also accom- 
panied by a summary report. 


The Regional Housing Element was completed in early May. A 


report ‘‘Housing Element - Lakes Region Housing Needs Study”’’, was 
finalized for distribution to all communities within the planning region 
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and includes the Regional Housing Allocation Plan on a town-by-town 
basis. 


MULTI-MUNICIPAL PROGRAMS 


The Commission has presented the completed Regional Land Use 
Plan, as well as the 208 Water Quality Management Plan to Selectmen, 
Planning Boards, other community officials and interested public at 
regional, sub-regional and individual town meetings throughout the 
year. These personal public contacts and communications have aided 
further in strengthening the relationship between local government, 
the general public and the Commission. 


It is encouraging to note the local support for these planning pro- 
grams and a real indication of implementation at the local level. 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission has continued, throughout 
the year, to develop informational meetings, programs with subject 
matter pertinent to the concerns of local elected officials and the 
citizenry, and has scheduled sub-regional workshops relating to the 
Commission’s work program. Through these meetings the Commission 
has encouraged the views of diverse groups and has made all attempts 
to incorporate their input and participation into the overall regional 
planning program. 


Special programs have been provided to the total Commission 
membership, Selectmen, Planning Boards, Conservation Commissions, 
Legislators and interested citizens. The following programs of general 
interest and concern have been held: 


February - Community Development Block Grant Program - 
To provide local community officials the opportunity to ask 
questions and seek information concerning their community’s 
eligibility to apply for funding under the HUD program. 


March - Functions of the New Hampshire Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Commission - To provide answers to ques- 
tions community officials may have regarding the purpose 
and direction of the NHWSPCC in the areas of subsurface 
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disposal, subdivision approval, municipal sewer projects, 
and marine discharge regulations. 


April - Lakes Region Community Design at Rural Scale - A 
program designed to look at problems of growth, economic 
changes and minor community deterioration. Also, a dis- 
cussion of essential elements to include in a revitalization 
program, sign recommendations and architectural treatment. 


April - Five-Year Plan of the New Hampshire Department of 
Public Works and Highways - To provide information to the 
towns regarding highway projects under consideration, in 
planning and scheduled for construction. 


May - Cluster Development, Subdivisions and Zoning - A dis- 
cussion of the principal advantages of cluster development, 
arrangement of dwellings, lot size, subdivision and zoning 
requirements. Also, questions and answers regarding density, 
open space, town facilities (sewer and water), streets and 
taxes. 


June - Current Use Assessment and Conservation Easement - 
A program providing discussion relative to land ownership 
under current use assessment, a means of providing open 
space, conservation easements and the economic impact of 
subdivisions versus the impact of utilizing current use assess- 
ment. Also discussed were land ownership rights and the 
conservation agreement. 


September - November - The Third Annual Municipal Law 
Lecture Series - A series of six lectures on planning law for 
community officials, sponsored by the Municipal Training 
Consortium and hosted by the Commission. 


October - Winter Road Maintenance Seminar - A part of the 
Commission's efforts to promote the implementation of road 
salt use recommendations contained in the 208 Water Quality 
Management Plan.

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THE LAKES REGION ASSOCIATION 


This year has been a most active year for your Association. Several 
things have influenced our surge ahead. No doubt the timing of increas- 
ing costs, so that Chambers of Commerce and other private businesses 
need a greater cooperative effort of support, where they can derive the 
most from their investment of promotion dollars, as well as the role of 
the Regional Association coming into its own. 


This year the resu/ts of the cooperative program were most productive. 
We had nine Chambers of Commerce contributing to this program, as 
well as ten individual businesses. This cooperative program was begun 
four years ago, but this year with the participation of the several 
chambers it really showed what can be accomplished. We were able to 
create a white space advertising program in national magazines — a 
media that none of the chambers had been able to purchase on their 
own. A portion of the funds pooled were allotted for postage and 
servicing the inquiries received. All inquiries came to our Association 
and were answered with a ‘kit’ of information. This program placed our 
advertising before a quality market and one a little further away, so 
that the visitor would stay longer in our Region. In this way, not only 
were we raising larger funds to work with, but also it was putting those 
funds to the very best use. It also encouraged businesses to belong to 
their local chamber of commerce, so that their establishment would 
have this excellent exposure, via their chamber’s brochure. A highly 
cooperative venture all around. 


WHERE TO BOOK — Again we published our Where To Book; this 
publication has developed a reputation of bringing results to its adver- 
tisers and at the same time, giving the public a capsule of information 
on the towns in the Region. Each town received one-fourth page of 
editorial material, and is accompanied by pages of advertising by that 
town. We printed 50,000 copies, and the entire supply was used before 
the season was completed. 


BULK MAILING PROGRAM — One of the other additions to our 
_ program was to come up with a facility to distribute the brochures of 
the several chambers of commerce and individual operators with a bulk 
mailing program. We worked this into our Spring Program. We have 
placed our mailing list on a computer for the over 600 outlets we have 
supplied through the years. We customized this mailing for each 
chamber giving them the areas of distribution they wished distributed 
into whatever volume they choose. 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE LODGING DIRECTORY — Again the Lakes 
Region Association acquired the listings for this publication. Our region 
material, coupled with the other five regions, made up the brochure. 
This was printed with a total of 203,400 copies. They are distributed 
by the State of New Hampshire through their various outlets. This is 
without a doubt one of the best publications in New Hampshire that 
any accommodations facility can be listed in for a very low price. 


SHOWS & MALLS — The State participated in three Vacation Travel 
& Sports Shows and three Mall Shows. Your Secretary worked at the 
three Mall Shows and one of the Sports Shows in addition to Eastern 
States Exposition. This gave us a good exposure and the annual chance 
to have a one-to-one relationship with our prospective customers, help- 
ing us to learn some of their information needs as well as get the pulse 
of the vacation traffic. 


WRITERS & PHOTOGRAPHERS — The usual number of free lance 
writers and photographers wrote or stopped by to learn where to get 
their needed material. All of which aids us in telling the story one more 
way through one new set of eyes. No doubt the better accomplishment 
of the year happened in early May when WBZ-TV's “Evening Magazine” 
introduced their new program of ‘‘Discover New England” with a Lakes 
Region segment of 8% minutes. It was exceptionally well done and a 
wonderful crew to work with. Hundreds of good comments came as a 
result of this cooperation. My thanks to the several Lakes Region busi- 
nesses that turned their places upside-down to assist in this filming. 
Also, all of the early promos for the show were filmed in the Lakes 
Region. 


LAKES REGION ATTRACTIONS — In November of 1977 Alpine 
Slide joined this group. At a special ‘’Sail’’ on the Mount the new folder 
format was described, bringing in other businesses with a one-line listing. 
We were pleased that 53 businesses contributed $100.00 each to make 
it possible to increase this brochure order from 250,000 to 500,000 
brochures. An excellent distribution program has been developed using 
these brochures to the best advantage. We value very highly the relation- 
ship with these attractions members, for they are most stimulating. We 
also supervised a ‘gang run’ with two of the attractions, and this per- 
mitted the association to come into one of the spots getting our own 
‘Suckerbait’ folder at a much lower cost than if we had done it alone. 
One more benefit of cooperative efforts saving all of us money. 
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MAP PROGRAM — The annual update of the Lake Winnipesaukee 
Navigational Chart was produced by Duncan Fitchet, and we had a 
portion of the print order made on Texoprint paper, which is most 
durable. Our next project will be the new edition of the Central Lakes 
Region Map. 


ORGANIZATIONS — Our relationship with the several trade organi- 
zations such as the New Hampshire Travel Council, the New England 
Council, the Regional Associations and the Chambers in the Region is 
excellent, this all helps to make our job a little easier. 


SUMMARY -— It is obvious that the acceptance of our program is the 
best proof of the value to the Region members, the towns, and the 
Region’s economy. Most of our efforts are directed towards vacation 
travel business, for fall-out from this touches on hundreds of businesses 
not directly effected.

INTER-LAKES DAY CARE CENTER 


During the last twelve months the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center and 
Nursery School served one hundred sixty one children from Lakes 
Region families. Operating on a year-round basis from 6:30 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m., the Center has made it possible for the parents of one hun- 
dred thirty six children to maintain employment. As a private, non- 
profit agency under the guidance of a capable Board of Directors, the 
Center operates a pre-school program for comprehensive child behavior 
and development. This encompasses a full range of services including 
education, heaith care, vision and hearing screening, immunizations, 
dental care, nutrition, and information/referral. As a participant in the 
New Hampshire Special Food Service Program, hot lunch, breakfast, 
and nutritious snacks are served daily. 


The primary concern of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is to pro- 
vide a home-like, educational environment for children of working 
parents. We also offer a nursery school program, a special needs pro- 
gram, and an after school program for elementary school children. 


The total budget of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is $106,362.03. 
Of this we will be receiving $42,373.76 in tuition paid by parents, 
$14,803.10 from N.H. Special Food Service Program, and $3,016.00 
from CETA. This also includes the following: $41,989.00 in Federal 
money of which $21,502.36 is Title XX, $12,462.45 from Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children, and $8024.32 which must be ob- 
tained in local funding in order to receive the Federal amount. The 
money we receive from the towns that we serve is matched three 
times. 


Area residents are always invited to visit the Inter-Lakes Day Care 
Center and Nursery School at 11 Lang Street in Meredith.

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N. H. HUMANE SOCIETY REPORT 


Town Manager and Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The N. H. Humane Society shelter on Meredith Center Road received 
from the Meredith Dog Officer and Meredith residents 456 stray or 
unwanted animals during the year 1978. Town residents brought 178 
dogs or puppies, and 150 cats or kittens, while the Dog Officer brought 
82 stray dogs or puppies and 40 cats or kittens. 


The Society received and investigated thirty-seven possible cruelty 
complaints, none of which required court action. 


John P. Connolly, Manager of the N. H. Humane Society is also the 
part-time animal control officer for the Town. Arrangements have been 
made with the Society and the Town for the use of the Society’s van 
for better animal control. For the coming year, 1979, the Society offers 
the Town of Meredith an Animal Control Agreement which will provide 
your Animal Control Officer and Town residents with a complete 
community service. The budget appropriation request is $1,100.00, an 
increase of $100.00. This is the first sought since 1976. 


For this consideration, the Society will provide a suitable shelter, 
making it available 24 hours a day for your animal control officer to 
leave strays or restrain animals. This satisfies your Town’s requirement 
under Chapter 442-A, Rabies Control Act. The Society will assist your 
animal control officer in any unusual animal problems, cremate dead 
animals and investigate possible cruelty complaints. 


For your residents, the Shelter is available seven days a week from 
10-5 p.m. to receive unwanted animals or assist them with animals that 
must be humanely put to sleep. A small donation is requested for these 
services. We will also assist in the return of lost pets and offer healthy 
animals for adoption. A limited spaying and neutering program for dogs 
and cats is available to all residents. Free booklets to assist in the care 
of and training of pets are available, as well as the services of a full-time 
humane education department for your schools and adult groups. 
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We feel that the 1979 Animal Control Agreement is fair and com- 
plete, offering good animal control. We invite everyone to visit our 
shelter and become familiar with its many services.

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MEREDITH C.A.P. OUTREACH OFFICE ANNUAL REPORT 


The Meredith Area Center has continued to provide comprehensive 
services to the Meredith Community during 1978. We have grown from 
an outreach office to an Area Center allowing for programs to be 
directed at the Meredith location with more full time staff available to 
residents on a continuing basis. We are continually revising our programs 
to meet the needs of our low income and elderly families. 


Information & Referral 


A service which is available to all, Information & Referral provides 
information on social services, employment, child care, consumer 
education, health, nutrition and housing. When appropriate, referrals 
are made to other agencies who can provide direct help in meeting 
specific needs. We have serviced 192 individual people this year. Not 
recorded are many more who have taken advantage of this area of 
service. 


Emergency Energy Assistance Program (E.E.A.P.) 


This was a program designed to aid families who were unable to keep 
up with the high cost of energy during the winter of 1977-78. It pro- 
vided up to $250.00 per family for payment of fuel bills, obtaining 
fuel or providing food and clothing for those whose money was spent 
for the high cost of energy. We were able to assist 92 households 
through this program. 


Weatherization 


Our weatherization program this year provided aluminum storm 
windows and doors to eligible families. We also continued to provide 
plastic, insulation and weather stripping when needed, and application 
of the (HELP) Help for Elderly and Low Income Persons Fuel Loan 
Program. A close relationship continues with the New Hampshire 
Housing Commission providing access to benefit of Section 8 Housing 
Assistance. 


Food Coop 


The food coop enjoys continued success with the membership growing 
and a variety of foods available to suit the needs of the individual 
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families. Volunteers play a major role in the success of this program 
which realized an average weekly gross of $700.00. 


Family Planning 


Continued outreach and group education programs have proved success- 
ful in enrolling 27 women in the Family Planning Program. In addition 
to medical care, patients may request VD tests, pregnancy tests, 
counseling and educational services, all free of charge. Appointments 
are made at the Family Planning Office at the Community Action 
Program Center in Laconia. 


Operation Green Thumb 


Vegetable seed, tomato plants, seed potatoes and fertilizer were distrib- 
uted to eligible Meredith families in the spring. On donated land 
Community Action Program employees and volunteers planted two 
gardens and distributed the produce among senior citizens and needy 
families. 


Elderly Nutrition Program 


Besides Meals on Wheels and Congregate Meals, the Elderly Nutrition 
Program also provides Senior Citizens with information and referral, 
counseling, escort service, shopping assistance, nutrition education 
and recreation. The staff is available for field trips and transportation of 
Congregate clients from their homes to the meal site. 


Rural Transportation Service 


The Belknap County Rural Transportation Service is designed to help 
senior citizens and low income persons in need of transportation to 
medical and dental appointments, shopping, senior citizen activities, 
and various other errands. One day each week the Rural Transportation 
Service Bus provides round-trip service from Meredith to Laconia with 
stops wherever riders request. 
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REPORT BY MARSHALL FRENCH 


This has been an interesting and busy year in the Legislature. As 
most of you probably know, we were in Special Session almost con- 
tinually. On top of that, we were all up for re-election this fall. | want 
to take this opportunity to thank you all again for your support during 
the Primary and the General Election. 


One of the major accomplishments of the Special Session was the 
final appropriation for the Winnipesaukee River Basin project. | had 
supported this project in the beginning, and during the last session | 
fought to make sure that the appropriation was included. The final 
work on this should be completed sometime in 1980. 


This session the Legislature will face many of the same problems 
that we had in the last session. Balancing the budget will be the major 
problem of the session. We will need to raise more revenue, so that we 
don’t have to take it from the municipalities. | am on record as being a 
staunch defender of cities and towns. | will not support any new re- 
venue raising measures that take money from cities and towns. Nor will 
| support state mandated programs without state appropriations. But 
| think there may be some new untapped revenue. Last session, in 
hopes of raising more revenue, | supported a bill that permitted the sale 
of wine in grocery stores. This session | am sure that we will have to 
consider many other alternatives. | shall continue to be vigorously op- 
posed to casino gambling, as a viable alternative. | also would not be in 
favor of an increase in existing taxes or levying new taxes. Our one 
hope lies in the successful management of the Sunset program. | really 
think that this can make the difference in efficient and productive 
government. 


Another issue that we will have to face, is the financing of Seabrook. 
| cannot support either CWIP or the State guarantee of bonds as a 
method of financing the construction of the nuclear power plant, al- 
though | am very much in favor of the construction. | have offered the 
Public Service Company an alternative called Future Credit Accounts. 
In this way, the customer would get a return on his dollar and it would 
be more of an investment rather than a buy now and pay again later 
plan. It would not effect the State’s AAA bond rating and it would pro- 
vide PSNH with the cash flow that they need. We will have to see what 
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the final outcome is, but | am encouraged by the reactions | have re- 
ceived, especially from people at PSNH. 


Finally, | would like to say that it is my pleasure to be appointed 
once again as the House Majority Leader. Speaker Roberts made that 
appointment the day he was re-elected as Speaker. | am pleased to be 
part of the leadership team, because it gives me the opportunity to be 
a more effective Representative in my district. | hope that during the 
next two years, if you have questions or problems, concerning the 
legislature, that you will not hesitate to contact me when you feel | 
might be able to help.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


1978 has brought an increase of over $22,800 in revenue for motor 
vehicle registrations. All registrations are now staggered by birthday of 
the owner or the company. As there are continual changes in registration 
and title laws, please call the Town Clerk if you have any questions.

It is necessary by State law to present 
both a rabies certificate and a certificate of alteration for licensing a 
dog. 


Two elections were held in addition to the Town Meeting. The 
State Primary was held in September with the Bienniel Election held in 
November. The Bienniel Election brought out a record turnout of 
1,604 voters. Meredith now has a total of 2,868 registered voters with 
that number increasing all the time.

1979 ASSESSOR’S REPORT 


The 1978 tax warrant shows continued rapid growth in the Town 
of Meredith this past year. The combination of new construction, and 
the aggressive search for untaxed real and personal property (boats) 
resulted in an increase in assessed value of 2.5 million dollars -- or the 
largest one year increase in the history of Meredith. This large in- 
crease, however, was partially offset by the voters approval of the 
Expanded Elderly Exemption which increased the amount of tax 
exempt property another 0.4 million dollars. 


The prospects for additional large increases in the tax base in 1979 
are less promising. Building is continuing at a high rate, but boats will 
no longer be taxable directly by the town. Under the new boat tax 
legislation, boat taxes will be paid by boat owners at the time of regis- 
tration and that money will eventually revert to the town in which 
the boat was registered. However, the state mandated boat tax rates 
are only 1/5 of the present Meredith property tax rate so in spite of 
picking up additional boats, we expect to lose over half the revenue 
from this source. 


A change in the laws pertaining to the ‘‘Inventory of Taxable 
Property’’ form was felt by a number of people when the 1978 tax 
bills were sent out. The new law requires a penalty of 1% of the pro- 
perty tax (not less than $10 or more than $50) for failure of property 
owners to turn in a completed inventory form by April 15th. Over 600 
inventory forms were not received on time and therefore nearly $7,300 
in penalties were levied. | urge each property owner to be sure and turn 
in his or her 1979 inventory form by April 15th so this penalty figure 
can be reduced next year. If you don’t receive your blank inventory 
form in February, call or write the Assessor’s Office and we will gladly 
send out a replacement. 


A problem the Town must face in the near future is that of revalua- 
tion. The assessments of property are required, by law, to be in pro- 
portion to market value. However, since the last town wide revaluation 
in 1968 & 1969, numerous errors have crept into the system. One 
major source of error is the fact that raw (or undeveloped) land has 
increased in value at a much greater rate than developed property. 
Another problem has been unreported construction and remodeling 
that has significantly increased the value of some properties without a 
commensurate increase in assessed value. 
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Detailed analysis of over 600 “‘arms-length” property sales over the 
past three years clearly shows that the average property assessment in 
Meredith differs from the correct equalized market value by 28%. Also, 
while the State derived ‘Equalization Ratio’’ (market value-assessment 
ratio) for Meredith is 48%, undeveloped land is assessed at only 40% or 
less of market value while buildings are assessed at 60% or more of 
market value. Finally, the study also clearly shows biases in assessments 
in certain regions of town. 


Since piecemeal corrections are both illegal and impractical, the 
only way to correct the inequities will be a complete revaluation of the 
town. | have therefore recommended to the Selectmen that this be 
made a priority item for completion within the near future.

The Town does not maintain a record of fixed assets. Accordingly, 
a report of this type fund was not included within the scope of this 
audit. 


In our opinion, subject to the qualifications in the preceding para- 
graph covering the Enterprise Funds, the accompanying balance sheets

As indicated by the budget summary, Exhibit A-4, a revenue surplus 
of $80,437, plus a net unexpended balance of appropriations of 
$31,296, resulted in a budget surplus of $111,733 for 1977.
